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The varied and highly interesting intelligence
sommuziented this moming by our telegraphio
eorrespondents, from every section of the country, will
Be readd with o great deal of attention by nll elases.

Much
e was spent in disenzeing these papers, but the
action of the Benate showe conclusgively that all the
sane members are utterly opposed to any further
agitation of the rulject which has cansed g0 much
snxicty among tha {riendsof law and order within
she last few yeurs.

The Berate yestorday adopted soveral important |
wyeeolutions, among which was one asking for infor-
mation coneerning the contracts reported to have
been cntered into with army officers for supplying |
proviciong, &e., and another directing the Judiciary |
Gommittes to inguire into the expediency of mak-
g it a penal offence for an officer to become a eon-
practor. The present Congress makes & great many
inquirics relative to important matters, and, when
sho answere come, does nothing. A proposition was
weocutly made to debar cabinet efficers, congressmen,
&e., from prosecuting claims againet the govern-
ment, but of late we hear nothing said about it.
Mew, nnother very necessarg meagure has been pro-
posed—a measure which, like the other, would pre-
vent the people’s servants from drawing double

late. Asfar aa the people of Philadelphin are con-
cerned, the tewper and action of the meeting indieate
that if a branch mint i# ever established in New
York, it will be the result of a hard fought battle
between the respective political weight and power of
the two citics, in the eapitol and in the cabinet at
Washington. Philadelphin throws down the grunt-
let, and it is for New York to take it up or
decline the contest. Buecessful in the first en-
counter, the Philadelphians are evidently not with-
out confidence of an ultimate vietory; while, on the
other haud, the apathy and indifference of Congreas
to the just claims of New York to a braneh mint, as
a mensure of public polisy and publie neecssity,
and the patience, inactivity, and apparent distrust of
our owi cilizens, have thrown us in the background,
and, to greut disadvantage, upon the defensive.
Now, the irsue is plainly presented—either to fight
it out, or abandon the field.

We have the right—our financial and sommereial
interests hove the right—to a branch miot; the
busginess interests of the whole country demand it
at this commercial and financial centre. It ought
to have been established here, in fuct, from the
time that Culifornia gold dust became a regular
article of shipment to this port, for it was demandad
here, to render the raw material into coin, It was
demanded, to save the publio the delay, the exponse
and the risks of a transhipment a hundred miles into
the interior, A single fact upon this point. In addi-
tion to any expense hitherto kaown, or even theught
of, the Legislature of New Jersey has established a
transit charge, certainly new in this country.

Fbr the transportation
of gold, erther vn coin or bullion, the companics are
permrtted to charge at therate of four cents for every
ten miles for every one thousand dollars, and one cent
e mile for every one thousand dollars in coin or
bullion. The State is to have a transit duty, at the
rate of two cents for every ten miles on every twen-
ty thonsand dollurs of gold, and at the rate of two
ceuts for every ten miles for every eight thousand
dollars of silver, and in the same proportion for any
less sum.  Railroad companies are authorized to
charge twelve and a half cents for every small pack-
age, on which the Btate is to have a transit duty of
twenty eents for each and every twenty dellara re-
ceived for such transportation.”

This is alaw of New Jersey, n State which is
supported, not by taxing its own citizens, but by
a ruilrond tax upon passengers, the citizens of other
Etates, nnd upon their property. Can the publie
stand all thia? Isit reazonable that the owners of gold
dust ehipped to New York, should thus be fleeced in
New Jersey, in order to =uetain the mint, and its
batch of & dozen office holders, at the inland town
of Philadelphia? Every fact, every argument, every
prineiple of expediency, justice, policy, cconomy und
honeety, are in faver of a branch mint in New
York. Justice to the public and economy in the
government alike demand it.

Why, thex, hne not a branch mint been established
in New York? Why has the subject bocome stale
and doubtful of sueeess 1T Why are we thus snubbed
by the | hiladelphians, and challenged to do our
workt? It is because evil influences have heen
operating againet us—not in Philadclphia, but here
in New York. Upon the naked merits of the ques
tion in eontroversy we have nothing to fear—nothing

copgistent with the poliey of the government and the
treasury.

There seems to be o general call outside of New
York for o diseolution of the institution, principally
on the ground of its mismangement, its humbug,
and itsineflicent character. Its unconstitutionality,
ug o lottery gambling concern, pertaing simply to
this State. and comes under our rpecinl laws. Its
general character is best known and felt among the
great number of rejected puinters and artists throngh
the country. During the last few years it has
collected a sum of nearly half a mallion dollars,
ostensibly for the benefit of the fine arts; and that
immenge sum hus been appropriated prineipally
umong alont twenty or five and twenty artists, to
the exclusion of nearly a thousand throughout the
whole extent of the Union; and even as to this large
fum of money, it is not known how far it was distri-
buted among the few who received it. Indeed, so
unpopular has the concern become, that we donbt ita
revival under any change of masagement, or by any
adaptation to the laws of the State. Its destiny
appears to be sealed.

FormesT AND STEVENS.—We have received a note
from Wilkes, of the Gazetle, donying that he hashad
any intention of eollecting what he calls ** black
mail” from Mr. Forrest.

The Explosion and Loss of Life at Hurlgate.

INQUEST ON THE BODIES—VERDICT OF THE JURY—
BUMFICIOUS CONDUCT OF THE FPILOTS—UENSURKE BY
THE JURY—INTENSE EXCITEMENT—ENTIRE EXONE-
RATION OF FROFESSORE MAILLEFERT.

The inquest on the bodles of Captain Southard and
Jogeph Martin—{he unfortunate men who perished by
this drendful catastrophe—was held last evening. at
Astoria, before John Boyd, Beq., Coroner. The body of
Whulenbas not yot been found. The excltement wasin-
tense, owing to some diselosures being expeeted respect-
ing the bad fecling which is éaid to exist by the Hurlgste
pilots, tewards Professor Maillefert and his operations.

The Jury having viewed the bodies, procveded to Lear
the evidence, The first witness examined was M. Maflle-
fert. who etill les in & precarious etate, owing tothe severe
shook hie Los sunl.nuwf‘ his evidence was nat his bed
#ide by the Coroner, who has exhibited every kindness
nod eourtery throughout this melancholy investigation.

Profeesor Maillefert deposed as follows —

Last Friday afterncon, at about bhalf past one o'eloek, I
went out Mlﬁ two honts to muke my usual bisstings on
the Frying Pan. It wae then high tide, sluck water, and
fine weather: myself und Willinm Smith went out in the
wetallie life hoat, in which. as usual, the galvanie batte
wae placed upon aseat In the stern. Oupt, Senthard,
John Whalen, and Joseph Martin wonl out in o wooden
beat, earrying out with them four churges ready prepared
for being lowercd down upon the rock. and to bhe
fired by means of the pulvanic battery, Caplain
Southard, who acted as foreman of the eperations,
having recelved my Instroctions  relative to  the
rock upon which the blast was to be made, went 1
out  firrt, made the necesary soundings upon the
Frying P'an rock, 8 nd when he fonnd himsolf in the right
range. dropped from the stern of his boat & large pleeo of
rock which served as an anchor; he then procecded with-
in the gamo rapge. and having found the rr-t which
was to be blasted. the first charge was lowered down upon
the roek. by making it slide alosg the rounding pols, and
thue guiding it down to the exactspot. This having baen
done the pele was withdenwn and the Bolated wire, one
end of which was fixed to the eharge, was bandod over to
e, and I took the other end of the wire Into my hand,
nnd then hed my boat bauled off by means of & eable at-
tacked to anunchior which 1 had dropped in onming up
towards the spot to be blasted.
